Ottawa. Ont., Oct. 1"-—Canada has 


spent over $84,000.000 in the c-stablish- 
ment of returned soldiers on the land. 
This figure represents over 27.0QO in- 
dividual ex-service 
men 
who have 


benefited from the law which had for 
ite twin aims soldier re-establishment ' 
and the development of the agricul- 
tural resources of the dominion. 
It 


represents 80 per cent of 
Canada's 


ex-s£-rvice men who have sone back 
to the land and 30 per cent of the 
men of the Canadian Army who were • 
demobilized as phvsically fit. 


Under the law any ex-service man 


eligible from a military standpoint, ; 
having seen service 
overseas, 
may ' 


apply for loans up to a maximum of 
$7,500 for the following purposes: for 
the purchase of land $4.5<H>; for stock 
and equipment, $2,(KM); for permanent 
improvements, $1,000. If on encumber- 
; 


ed land, the ex-soldier is entitled to 
loans amounting to 15,000; if on t'roa 
dominion land, to boans amounting to 
$:!,000, 
In the case of purchased land . 


the settler must pay 10 per cent of the ' 
cost price of the land as a guarntee of 
good faith. 


These benefits are op&n to men of 


the Canadian Expeditionary Forces, to 
ex-service men iof Great Britain, the 
dominions and the Allied forces, who 
lived in Canada prior to th& war, anil 
to ex-service men of the imperial or j 
dominions forces, if on their arival in ' 
Canada they spend a sufficient time to 
; 


sain practical agricultural experience ' 
o» Canadian farms. 
The imperials, ; 


however, are required to pay 20 per- 
cent of the expenditures for all pur- 
poses cash down.
